[00040] Figure 6 illustrates an exemplary relationship between shreds and shared memory 
threads, according to one embodiment of the present invention. Per-shred application state 610 
540 is replicated for each shred. The shared application and system state 620 520 is common to 
the local shreds, and replicated for each shared-memory thread. The memory state 630 550 has 
only one copy. 

[00041] Because the system state 620 530 is shared between multiple shreds in the MAX 
programming model, the multiple shreds belong to the same process. The present multithreading 
architecture extensions are intended to be used by multithreaded applications, libraries, and 
virtual machines. The MAX programming model gives this type of software an unprecedented 
degree of control over its shreds and a performance potential that is not achievable with the 
shared-memory multiprocessor programming model discussed above. 
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
